FALLS FORTY FEET TO DEATH 

John Mordo, of Waukegan, While Drunk, falls Over 
Railing Into Deep Ravine and is Killed 



" Asleep on a table in a gambling den in 
Waukegani kept by. Fred Welch, ou Satur- 
day night, getting up at two o'clock Sun- 
day morning to leave, John Mordo fell 
over a railing in the rear of the joint, for- 
ty feet into tho ravine below, rupturing 
his lungs so that he died ia fifteen min- 
utes after being found, 

Earlier in tho evening the negro crop 
game next door was raided. 

There was at first the suspicion that tiyj 
man* had been - pushed" from the steps in 
the rear of the joint, but the story told by 
those in the place, nbout fifteen, including 
a mysterious "Waukegan Lawyer," serves 
to dispel this allusion. 

Among the men in the roaur nt the time 
the alleged accident took place were Mike 
Dockaln, Tom Aho and Fred Maki. 

"I came into FredV place on Wator 
street nt about 2 o'clock," enys Hokkntn. 

The maa; was asleep on the table in 
ono corner of the room, 

"Aho, Maki and myself played 'smear" 
for fun for some tima. 

"The man arose from the table where 
hehnd been Bleeptotr nnd went out the 
back way. We all remarked that he might 
fall into the ravine as we. thought that he 
was drnnk. I 

"Aho wont out of tor him, but could not 
see anything wrong when he stood on the 
porch, and did not hear anything. 

"Afterward fearing that something had 
happened the man, we alt .went down to 
the bridge and thus into the mv mo from 
Sheridan road. 

"Maki was first. Ho found Mordo lying 
loco down groaning. 1 helped lift him up. 
Here Mak'i broke in . V 

"Wo could understand only a part of 
what ho Baid," said Maki. "He was try- 
ing to tell us how it happened, but the on- 
ly thing 1 "cuuld make out was, that he 
did not know how far it was to the ground 
over the null tig. 

The body was carriedup to tho street and 
Officer Davis was summoned from bis beat 
at Washington and Genesee streets, 

Ho called for the Larson and Conrnd 
ambulance which took the man to tho hos- 
pital. 

Barely bad the body been lodged there 
when the man died' nnd the ambulance 
was exchanged, for tho "dead" wagon. 

Tho inquest was bold nt 5 o'clock in' the 
Larson and Conrad rooms, . with a crowd 
of fin land era nnd others in attendaace. 



. .The. verdict of the coroner's jury was: 
That Mordo died from injuries received by 
falling off the back porch of an establish- 
ment at llO.Watorslreot run by F. Welch 
which the evidence bIiowr is run as a gamb- 
ling place. The accident happened nt 2 
o'clock Sunday morning, May 27, 1006. 

The evidence of all the witnesses tended 
to show that tho affair was nccidental 
and there was no decided hint of foul piny 
although the incidents surrounding the 
case mark It as one of the most peculiar 
accident* the city lias erer had. . 

Fred Maki knew Mordo two months. 
Maki said he was in hell playing poker 
and smear, There was another game, 
roulette He knew that Fred Welch was 
the operator of tho establishment. 

He «aw Mordo leave, benrd a noise and 
recalls that Welch asked Fome^one logo 
nnd see if Mordo ■ had fallen. Ho was one 
of the first to urrlvo at the body nnd beard 
the man's dying rnmarks as stated above, 

Hokknln's story was substantially the 
same, except that he had come to^the hall 
for the first time after attending a temper- 
ance meeting. He saw Mordo sleeping on 
the tablo and heard the noisa of the fall. 

I)r. ; Brown met thoaniu bianco on a police 
call in front of his residence on Genesee 
elreet, and went with Mordo to the hospital, 
calling m his confreres. Drs. Daniels and 
Leonard, who arrived too late. 

He found Mordo's skin unbroken, with 
the exception of a cut under the chin, not 
deep, and a black eye, 

In his opinion the man had fallen with 
the loft arm upraised and the arm bones 
had penetrated the chest cavity through the 
ribs, puncturing the lung. 
.The post mortem proved the correctness 
of thlsiden. 

The bones of the armpentratodtheman'B 
side and ruptured. the lung. Air from the 
Inng, as the man breathed, bloated the skin 
nnd enlarged the body to much more than 
the normal size. 

After this Fred Welch, keeper of the 
earning house, was called to the stand and 
testified ns to whnt ho knew of tho occurance 

When seen in regard to tho Welch gam- 
bling parlor, Mayor Baid: 

"Welch will be arrested and, prosecuted 
by us if the story that ho kept a gambling 
house developing true, nnd I understand 
that it is incorporated in the verdict of the 
coroner's jury so it must bo alright." 

Orders to take up Welch were at once 
issued nnd Chief Swnnbrough got busy. 



Highwood and its row of saloons, which 
the United Slates. government through tho 
army officers at Fort Sheridan has attempt- 
ed to wipe out, exacted its toll of -human 
life again Sunday, when a young girl com- 
mittod suicide. 

MIbb Geogiana Bowers, the daughter of 
John Bowers, n Lake Forest house painter, 
died as a result of poisoning by carbolic 
acid, which she had taken after a farewell 
evening in two Highwood snlooni. She 
was 17 years old. Leaving her home on 
McKlnley road, a mile north of Lake For- 
est, a short time ago she became a house- 
maid in Highland Park. It was there abe 
met the acquaintances who taught her the 
ways of Highwood, 

Without letting her parents know of hor 
actions, tho young girl became a frequenter 
of the saloons. She made friends of some 
of the bar room loafers and accepted one of 
them, George Lawrence, it is said, as an 
intimate. She was discharged from her 
place as housemaid and returned to her 
father's house. \ 

Her parents learned something of tier 
steps and she was not permitted to visit 
Highwood ns frequently as before. On 
Saturday night she obtained their consent 
to go to a dance with her elder sister l-'ilie, 
10 years old. The two girls went to a 
Highwood saloon, Dinnie's where they 
met friends, Herbert Garity and Irving 
Bclding, and began to drink. They passed 
from one. resort to another until lata at 
night, drinking highballs, whiskey and 
beer. 

Among the young men with whom they 
drank were George Lawrence, Baid to have 
been G corgi ana's sweetheart; Herbert fi, 
Belding and Herbert Garity. The former 
two of these accompanied the. girls to the 
last train for their home village, and, it is 
said, Lawrence quarreled with Georgiana. 
They reached Lake Forest at 1:20, nnd 
Harry Rudolph, an "acquaintance, who had 
ridden up with them from Highwood on 
request; set out with them on tho lone 
walk to their house. 

As they nenred home, Georgiana excused 
herself awl stepped to the side of the road 
behind' a clump of trees. She returned a 
moment later and felt prostrate in the 
roml. Her sister and Rudolph thought 
that she had been overcome by tho effects 
of tho liquor she had takea and after some 
tirao carried her to the Bowers* barn near- 



by, after she had refused to walk. It was 
raining at the timn. At 6 o'clock Rudolph 
went home. At 8 o'clock the sister, in 
despair, went for Mrs. Bowers. She camo 
just in time to find her daughter dying. 
Mrs. Elva Wright, a physician of Lako 
Forest, was called, but the girl wus dead. 
Coroner Taylor, of Libertyvitle, was 
summoned and began an inquiry. Near 
the place where the girl had stepped be- 
hind tho trees was found an almost emptied 
four ounce boltlo labeled "carbolic ncid." 
An examination of the mouth of the dead 
girl showed severe bums, nnd the post- 
mortem showed that she had died of acid 
poisoning. The inquest was opened, but 
Effie was hardly able to tell her Btory con- 
nectedly. She told the events of the eve* 
hing in Highwood and stated that she had 
seen the bottle of carbolic acid in her 
sistcr'B room for a week. Rudolph was 
the only other witness examined. The 
others could not be found. 

Fred W. Schumacher, a druggist of 
Highland Fork, was summoned to the in- 
quest, He was asked before the inquest 
opened as to whom he had sold the bottle 
of carbolic acid bearing the label found oa 
the empty bottle that was discovered by 
the police a few feet from whore the girl 
took the. fatal potion. Informally, Schu- 
macher declared he did not know to whom 
he had sold the package. 

. States Attorney Hanna may move against 
Highwood again, although ho bos not so 
delated his intentions, contenting himself 
with slating that if complaints ware made 
ha would prosecute the saloonkeepers guiltv 
of selling liquor to minors in "Spotless 
Town.". 

Coroner Taylor declared thnt 'Garity, 
Belding and Rudolph were all miners, as 
wore Ihe two girls, Georgiana and Effie, 
and as the States Attorney ha? put himself 
on record for taking the initiative in cases 
where strong waters ar^ sold to minors, he 
will probably act after investigation into 
this particular case. He 'stated that he 
bad not completed hia investigations and 
bo fur could act only on complaint. Later 
developments may lead him to take the 
initiative and prosecute* llm dive keepers. 

George Lawrence, alleged to have nd- 
rUed his sweetheart to take the acid, is 
reported missing up to the time of the 
inquest.

In (ho absence of Judge Orrin Carter of 
Chicago, who was unable to be present at 
tho conference of the prolate and county 
judges' association of the state at Spring- 
field. Speaker Shurtliff took his place for 
ana'ddresson the "New Primary Law." 

The. speaker explained in detail the var- 
ious, provisions of the hill and made it 
plain that delegates to county conventions 
were only morally bound to carry oat the 
wishes of tho voters in nominating county 
officers. He said the reason the bill does 
not contain a provision for the nomination 
of county "officers by a direct primary vote 
is that the members of the legislature from 
Cook County would not vole for such a 
bill. 

"If there is any criticism of tho hill," 
said Speaker Shurtliff. I would make it on 
itB machinery— its expense to the people, I 
believe that after the law ie tried, aside 
from the criticism of expense, thnt it will 
largely meet all the demands, 

Mr.. Shurtliff said that nobody knows or 
pretends to kuow whether tho law iaconcti 
tutional. and that if it does not meet with 
the' views of tho courts it would seem nl 
most an impossibility to drnft n satisfac- 
tory bill in view of conditions in Cook 
County and elsewhere.

jtlvo Spain to hold out opposition; but 
this was easily put aside, and behold 
tho Spanish cortos promptly, genorena- 
l ly and gracefully sanctioned tho be« 
trothal of their king to tho English 
princess, and granted their future 
queen the liberal allowance of |5O,O0O 
a year. Over in England there la 
hardly a whisper of dissent to the 
marriage, on tho contrary kladly In- 
terest In the young princess so soon to 
leave her old home for a now homo In 
distant Madrid. 

A very interesting article la tho Now 
York Horahl, by a writer who lived 
eome time la Spain, reminds us that 
*'Ena can say with Henry IV*., *A crown 
la well worth a few mnsses.' " This is 
one view to take of the readiness with 
which tho princess has changed her 
faith, There are others; one, that she 
all her life has been more or less under 
Catholic influence, being much in the 
company of her god-mother, ex-Em- 
press Eugenie; another, tbnt her ruar- 
rlago with Alfonso Is a true love 
match, that it Is a Joy to her to accept 



at tho ndvnnced ago of 28; this escapo 
by reason of tho rapid changes in her 
country's foreign relations, and bo- 
cause Bhe was unwilling to wed a 
Protestant, When she did marry. aho 
married a man 11 years her Junior and 
chose for consort Philip of Spain; as it 
turned out, a most unhappy choice, one 
that added llttlo to any harmony be- 
tween the two nations, Proposal of 
such a marriage nrouaed tho people, It 
was most unpopular; so blttor was the 
sootlniont that an open rebellion broke 
out to depose Mary and put Elizabeth 
in her place. After tho marrlago 
Philip continued extremely unpopular 
with the English, nnd not only did ho 
weaken his wife's hold on the people 
but he repaid her ndoratlon by cruel 
coldness and neglect. She was un- 
wearied In her efforts to please Philip, 
even went so far as to Join la a war 
ngnlnst Franco which resulted in tho 
loss to tho English of Calais. Mary 
Tudor's life was a very unhappy one; 
in her childhood In danger, In her 
girlhood much beset, la her wifehood 
moBt forlora. Years after Mary's 
death Philip made war ngnlnst hla 
wife's land, sent the famed Spanish 
Armada against England. 

An attempted royal alllnnco it mny 
be In place to chronicle here. In tho 
days of James I. (1C03-2B) negotiations 
were carried oa for the marrlago of 
James' son Charles with a Spanish In- 
fanta.

Tho best orch^rdlsts nre averse to 
growing anything In the brclntrds but 
the trees even when the i latter nre 
young. They argue, and properly, that 
the growing trees need all the virtue 
there Is In the soil and that If tlio ap- 
ple crops tn future years aro to be of 
ntty value they must bo provided for 
during tbo earlier years of the trees. 
There are fruit growcrH, on the other 
band, who Insist that a hoed, crop will 
he of benefit to the trees, ami thnt this 
may be conslredcd so under certain 
conditions and up to certain limits. 
If the soil In the orchard Is kept up 
to the highest state of fertility so that 
the trees will not suffer the want of 
the portion of the fertilizer taken by 
the 1 lood crop, then the latter cart do 
no harm, Indeed, It will be of value 
because the noil will receive a certain 
ambunt of cultivation which, perhaps 
would not be given It If It were not 
for tho hoed crop. Work the hoed

The national council of horticulture, 
through Its conimltteo, saya or the 
scarlet tobacco plant: "One of the 
flower novelties of last year which 
waa successfully grown by many ex- 
perts la a tobacco plant which pro- 
duces senrlct flowers, nlcotlann San- 
dcrnc. It la named for lla producer, 
an expert of England. The plant was 
originated by crossing two South 
American tobacco plants, one of which 
had white and tho other red flowors. 
Tho result waa a flower varying from 
a light pink to the deepest red. Plant- 
ed In tho foreground of a border of 
tho more familiar nlcotiana * afllnls, 
which has white, star-shaped flowers 
of a wonderfully sweet fragninco at 
twilight, a combination of color most 
striking Is produced. 

"A pleasing characteristic of thla 
tobacco plant Is the (lowering time, 
which begins at twilight and lasts un- 
til tho hot rays of. the following day 
wither the blossoms, Thus It la In 
bloom at the time when It 1b most ap- 
preciated by persons returning home 
from a weary day's work, The plants 
are easily grown from se'ed sown on 
pulverized soil. Another, method is to 
bow tho seed in shallow boxes and 
transplant, when the fourth or flfth 
leaf has appenrcd, to open beds. 

"This plant appears to bear (lowers 
nil summer long, and with ordinary 
caro should succeed under a* great 
number of conditions. It has been 
successfully tested In England, Ger- 
many and tho United States. It has 
done well In sunlight and partial 
shade."

Twice within a week Washington has 
been the scene of a convention that has 
made tnbcrculosia the theme of its discus- 
sion. The Tuberculosis Congress of coursa 
dealt sojely with that disease. Rut tho 
conference of delegates from the state board 
of health that met here this week oIbo made 
tuberculosis the primary subject of their 
discussion. This widespread interest does 
not mean that the Great White Plague is 
becoming any more prevalent but it does 
mean that it is being better understood and 
now that the physicians know how it may 
be combated, they '.think it more worth 
while to call the attention of the public to 
it. When the statement of one doctor was 
taken into consideration, that 10 out of 
every 100 persons in the United Stales are 
destined to sooner or later contract the 
disease, this solicitude is easily understood. 
Tet, according to all the statements and 
there is seldom such unison in medical state- 
ments, the disease which is unquestionably 
the greatest danger that the country hns to 
deal with, is not contagious, tboutrh it is 
infectious and it could be easily controlled 
if the public were moro awake to its real 
nature. This was the burdeu of the address 
mnde by President Lewis to tne Conference 
of the S. late Health Officers. He pointed out 
to them that the results of treatment of 
consumptives in sanatoria had been very 
gratifying. But be said that on the prin- 
ciple of nn ounce of prevention being worth 
a pound of cure, it would be much better, 
easier and cheaper to prevent consumption 
than to cure it. Then he pointed ont his 
plan for nn educational enmpaign. He 
showed just how much the services of a 
good lecturer would cost, his (raveling ex- 
penses, tho coat of advertising and of post- 
age and clerical work. In fact be talked 
of the subject aa tho' he were a trained iin- 
pressario. He said it would cost a state 
875,000'to"put such a man in the field and 
keep him there a year. The a he showed 
that the cost of ruaning oven a small con- 
sumptive aantarium was 840,000 n year, 
and be drew from this tho conclusion that 
five such lecturers could be pnt into the 
field and in the course of a year cover any 
Btatein the Union. This would bo at no 
greater expense thnnii santarium that would 
treat at the moBt not over 200 poople lie 
said that such a course of education would 
not wipe'out consumption but would go 
a long waj;toward checking it, for it would 
show the people how to combat the disease 
and would' prevent thousands of points in 
every large city from becoming the foci of 

, contagion, The recommendations of Dr. 

IJLewis have at least: the ring of common 
Behs^to them, and from nn economical 
standpoint ought to command themselves to 
every state legislature.

Moro Than a Hundred Havo 

Secured Permits to Work 

and Their Wages go to 

the Contracter 

A quiet Investigation is being conducted 
of the condition)) surrounding tho employ* 
in wit of more tlmn a hundred Italian boys 
in Kenosha and tho results of these investi- 
gations may bo sensational, It is openly 
declared by men who are In position to know 
that the padrone rystem ot employing those 
boys is being worked extensively in Kenosha 
and the condition of there boys is little bel- 
ter than tho condition of n slave. The bova 
have been bought nnd sold ns chattels nnd 
have been shipped to this country to take 
up a life of labor in order that. the men in 
Italy who gather them tot-ether may reap 
a fortune from their labor. Tho officers of 
the county, while admitting that there are 
grave fears ns to tho facts in the case, decline 
to discuss the employment of those boys as 
they claim that they hnvo not at this time 
the evidence' needed to prove that the laws 
nre being violated, 

An examination of the records of tho coun- 
ty judge shows that in the past twelve mon- 
ths more than 170 boys havo come from 
Italy and seenred permits to work in Ken- 
osha factories. In most cases permits have 
been issued to these boys because of tho fuct 
that they, were practically homeless and t ho 
judge was unwilling to throw them out on 
tho streets. An examination shows that 
these boys are being brought into Kenosha 
at the rateof from 15 to 20 a week. In 
most eases the boys are under 16 years of 
ago nnd tlioy have no friends in Kenosha 
save the man to whom they are ticketed by 
the steamHbip companies. 

Only a few days ago the government 
started an investigations of these boys be- 
ing brought to Kenosha and ono of them 
was held at Ellis Island in Now York for 
nearly a "month. At the end of this period 
a man from Kenosha, who alleged that he 
was the boy's father, mnnaged to secure his 
release and tho boy came on to Kenosha, 
The following day he applied for a- permit 
nnd was put to work-in a Kenosha factory, 
In most cases tho boys have no means to 
show that they are old .enough to goto 
work. The pndronein Kenosha, who care- 
fully looks to the employment of the boys 
nnd who is suspected of taking full charge 

of- thB/wngea-poichlaihom*.- nlwaja aids' itr 
getting the papers. Tho boys appear be- 
fore the judge and when asked for their 
passports they a I ways state tlmt these papers 
were lost either in Nuw Tork or Chicago. 
As tho boys nro homeless the court has 
practically no alternative save to ibsuo tho 
certificate permitting them to begin thoir 
career as factory workers. •' It is claimed 
that these boys are forced to endure all sorts 
of hardships nnd Unit the smnllost wngos 
won by them nre paid-over to tho American 
agents of tho Italians who have employed 
them ns their slaves, Thousands of dollars 
ore Bent monthly to Italy 06 a result of the 
work of these boys. 

Judge SI o*ao n has given this matter a 
great deal' of consideration, but holms 
found no remedy nnd it is thought that in 
the near future the matter will be laid be- 
fore the state legislature in order to secure 
the passing of a law which' will demand' 
that these boys have soma sort if an edu- 
cation, either Italiau or American, before 
they nre granted- permits to go to work in. 
tho' factories;

It is claimed that a strong colony 
of bees la tho boat provontlvo against 
moths. 

Rookooplng la an Interesting scien- 
tific study aside from the pecuniary 
profit. ' Thoro Is' no more entranc- 
ing pursuit when ono bocoinerj really 
interested In It, aBido from Its finan- 
cial side. 

Honey la always a ready seller and 
the prlco per pound averages any- 
whero from 12 to 20 cents, depending 
upon tho locality and quality. A good, 
hive ot hoes In tho average locality 
wilt produce about sovonty-fivo 
pounds of honey per year and pay 50 
per cent, on tho Investment or the 
first Benson. Get posted on beekoop- 
lng It you seek a pleasant and profit- 
able occupation. 

Any one who doubts thnt there Is 
money In beokoeplng need only look 
up statistics on the honoy crop of tho 
United States to (1ml out what a 
great marketable article honoy Is. In 
tho year 1900 tho total amount of 
capital Invested la bees In the United 
States was J 10,130,000. The rotumi 
from tho national honoy crop that 
same year were |tJ,C65,000, a divi- 
dend of C5 per cent, on the amount 
Invested. Whnt other crop pnyB this 
rate of interest? 

Bees should have some pure drink- 
ing water within easy reach. 

Bees, like men, are good-natured 
when they nro making headway In 
providing for tho future. This ac- 
counts for tho different reception 
given an intruder nt different UmeB. 

Beehives aro now so constructed 
that they may be opened and their 
contents removed or changed about 
and examined without materially In- 
terfering with the notion of tho bees. 
Thoy frequently continue their labors 
oven when tho comb Is held In tho 
hand of tho beekeeper. 

A good smoker 1b indispensable to 
every beekeeper. See that it Is in 
good order. When tho fuel in It Is 
well Ignited approach the beehive and 
blow a few whiffs of smoko In the 
entrance. Walt a minute, then blow 
a little more smoko, until the bees 
set up a sort of roaring nolso. Then 
gently commence to open the hive, 
and if the beos abow a deslro to come 
up, blow a little moro smoko ovor tho 
topB of tho frames; this will drlvo 
the bees back. 

Bogs can he smoked too much, 
particularly when the queens -are to 
bo found. Just how much to give de- 
pends upon tho disposition ot the In- 
sects. — Indianapolis News.

MENT. 
There are two ways ot figuring on 
tho proflitB ot an experiment. If you 
get full pay for teed, time, labor, etc., 
nnd do not allow anything for manure 
made, there may be a deficiency, but 
thnt is not tho .correct way to reckon. 
The Oklahoma Farmer prints an ac- 
count of an experiment that will give 
you a sample, of both methods. 

A thrifty Kansas rarmer bougbt 
seventy head of cattle In Kansas 
City Btock yards that Bad baen on 
lull feed for a hundred days before 
purchase. They were bought at 
(3.65 per hundred pounds, wolghlng 
1,228 pounds, gained 201 pounds In 
105 days, and sixty-one bead ot them 
"were sold at on average of $5.15 per 
hundred weighty three talis at $4.10, 
nnd ono seems to have died; at least 
It does not appear in' tho reports ot 
tho sale. 

The reader will como to" the con- 
clusion that these cattle must have 
made money, and may, therefore, be 
Interested in tho book account ot this 
feeding operation an follows: 

"Seventy head dehorned native 
feeders, average weight 1.2BS pounds 
at $3 05 per hundred pounds; total 
cost Including freight, $3,149.16; 105 
days feed or corn, and' cob meal, 23 
1-2 pounds per day per Bteer, or 2,450 
bUBbels, at 41 cents, $1,004,50; 105 
days' feed of cottonseed ,meal, 6 
pounds per day per Bteer, 44.100 
poundB, at' $1.23 per hundred, $542.23; 
10 pounds bay per day per steer for 
105 days, 36 34 tons $0.00 at $220.50: 
feeding, .care and attention for 105 
days at $1.00 per day, $105.00; state 
and county taxes on seventy cattle 
at OBc. each, $45.50; total coat, $5, : 
OCT 09; gross proceeds of seventy cat- 
tlo sold at Chicago, $5,039.31; net 
proceeds on same, $4,700.71; Iobs on' 
deal, $360.38." 

This man thinks ho has lost monoy 
on theso cattle. It la quite true that 
he has not made much/ but Inasmuch 
as ho haB charged up- tbo. interest on 
the monoy and tho feed, caro and at- 
tention and given them no orodlt-for 
tbo gain ot Bovonty-fivo bead of Btoolc 
hogs and has besides .the manure on. 
lila farm, be has como out a good deal 
better than tbo majority ot men who 
fed cattle last year.

There are many ways of arrangiug 
nosts, but none so satisfactory as 
those mado of boxes set on the 
ground. Hens, if allowed to choose 
their own way, will Bometlmea fol- 
low their wild instincts and search 
out tho most secluded spot they can 
find. Thoy have been known to 
make tnolr nests in tho hollow of a 
tree, many feet from the ground, and 
there hatch a brood; and thoy will 
hunt tbo dark corners under the 
house floor If wo permit It, but with 
the -modern thoroughbred fowls this 
Instinct, it such we may call it, has 
been lost In the breeding, and out 
bens of to-day most gladly accept the 
nests we provide for them. 

\Vo arrange roomy boxes beneath 
tho dropping boards, making tho nests 
ot clean, freBh straw or hay — eaough 
tor all tho bens— and thoy seem per 
fectly BatlBfled with our work. 

Each month wb burn the old nests 
and renew tbe straw, and wo keep 
a porcelain neat egg In each ono. Wo 
gather the <eggs each day, aud bo 
tho betJs Boon learn that they have 
one special dirty In life, and they 
eeem nappy nil the time. — Homo and 
Farm-

Consul PItcairn, writing from Ham- 
burg on tho suggested subsidy for 
the German* sailing fleet, quotes a re- 
cont report by ; 'the> Commercial .asso- 
ciation of Oldenburg, Ho says in part: 

Steamships nowadays take -hold of 
cargoes formerly reserved for Balling 
ships, such as nitrates, logwood, 
pitch pine and grain from California 
and Australia. ' This 1b due to the 
keen competition, making It olten Im- 
passible for sailing vessels to cover 
oxpenses. 

German steamships and sailing 
craft were equal In tonnage In 1809; 
since which time tho former fleet, has 
increased 138 per cent.,, while the lat- 
ter has decreased 38 per cent. Brigs 
have almost ' disappeared, barks and 
three-masted schooners ' have de- 
creased,' whllo large four-masted and 
full-rigged ships have maintained 
their position. 

The Gorman government has bo- 
come actively Interested In the re- 
viving of the empire's ship sailing 
trade, because of tho rapid develop- 
ment of their navy. and the great. need 
of.Boamen. Sailing vessels nre tho 
only' practical schools [or 'deckhands. 
Th'e government also desires to pre- 
serve and promote the small ship- 
building yards, which are declining. 

It Is proposed to make an appro- 
priation in Germany of 35.7 cents per 
day and capita for training men on 
small sailing- vessels. For 2,335 men 
this would require only $250,080 for a 
10-moaths' service, and would re- 
lieve many a poor skipper, payments 
being |107 to $214 per small vessel. 

An extension to tho larger sailing 
craft would require $1,067,240 per an- 
num, Increase the' fleet of German 
salting vesse|s, which would bo man- 
ned more by German seamen, and af- 
ford annually 2,000 young men en- 
trance to the mariner's career.

Wo sympathize with our grandpar- 
ents who have gardens in little two 
by- four tucked up beds, with walks 
between thorn, nnd the whole nr- 
rangementB no planned that all the 
work was dono with Bpade, hoo end 
rake, says the Northwcstren Agricul- 
turist. No ono thought of using a 
plow or harrow In those gardens. The 
beds wero spaded Into heaps and then 
worked into shape with a rake. The 
seeds wero sown from a board which 
served the double purpose of guide in 
making the rows and firming the soil. 
The gardener worked In a humped-up, 
strained position while he sowed, 
hoed and pulled weeds, doing every- 
thing by hand. "Garden sags" In 
those days was a luxury which repre- 
sented real labor. 

The twentieth century gardener, 
like other modern tlllerB of the soil, 
works his head as well as his bands.' 
Beds are made in tho open, where the 
horses can bo used to prepare the 
soil for planting with plow, harrow, 
rolls, etc. The sowing oE tho seeds Is 
done with garden drills which do the 
planting as rapidly as the operator 
can walk. The rows are long and 
straight with room between to use a 
one-horse cultivator In lieu of the hoe. 
The finishing touches are givea with 
the attachments of knives, rakes and 
levelers that make up the combined 
garden drill and cultivator. This Im- 
plement Is simple and inexpensive, 
but a wonderful labor saver. One man 
with it will do tho work of ten with- 
out It.

It hns, 
however) yot to bo satisfactorily i 
shown thnt'Biigur can he. commercial- 
ly and profitably manufactured from 
these beets. The failure of an at- 
tempt at sugar production In England 
some 30 years ago would seem to an- 
swer this in the negative. But It ap- 
pears that beets usod at that failure 
contained only ten per cent, of sugar, 
and that farmers found it" more profit- 
able to feed them to tholr 3tock than 
to sell' at the price the factory could 
afford to pay. In the present Essex 
experiments, however, the average 
percentage of sugar In the beets is 
placed at 1GV4, and even this has been 
exceeded In several recorded cases In 
other counties. This striking Im- 
provement In quality has been pro- 
duced by careful Belectlon and by 
close attention 'to other details of cul- 
ture. 

The experiments In Essex last year 
showed that beets could' be . grown 
equal to and In some casea bolter in 
quality than those raised In sugar 
producing countries. While this la 
the first thing to be investigated, the 
committee says "it- does not follow 
that even when this Is established be- 
yond any possibility of doubt the un- 
dertaking Is one that would necessar- 
ily be a commercial success. The 
business side of the question— the coat 
of production, tho coat of working a 
factory and a host of similar points — 
needs careful and experienced consid- 
eration," 

Figures are given ebowlng that the 
cost por acre in these experiments 
was about 1G por cent, more than la 
similar experiments in the United 
Stales.

A wounded grizzly Is a mean thing to 
fight* and If there is a. tree handy it Is 
a pretty good thing to climb If anything 
gets wrong with your shooting Irons.

If you meet a black bear unex- 
pectedly, give him five seconds and he 
will be out of sight; but meet a grlxzly 
the same way and give him five seconds 
and you will be out of business. 

About the most fascinating way to 
hunt bear, which Is even better tbnn 
night work, Is to trull him right to his 
home, and meet him la broad daylight 
-on hla own doorstep, ns It were. It can 
be done, but everything must be just 
Tight. The ground might bo covered 
with a light fall of snow and the snow 
ought to be melting. Then *tbe twigs 
won't break. One litis to lie very care- 
ful, and when bruin is found, which la 
generally at the foot ot a large tree, one 
must never forget that Instead of one 
there may be two. and, In that case, one 
must be able to shoot fast and straight, 
and implicit confidence In the giro he 
carries is about the best stock-in-trade 
a man can possess. About the surest 
place' to shoot a bear to stop him quickly 
to my way of thinking, is directly in the 
brain. It is really not a hard shot, usu- 
ally at short range, and It puts him out 
mighty quick.

Chinese In This Country Substitute 

Greenbacks for Brass In 

Burial Ceremony. 



Unconverted Chinese who have 
lived In America locg enough to be 
touched by the modernizing influence 
of the new west, have given a peculiar 
twist to their already peculiar burial 
service.
